Ramabai was the first M. D. amorg her sis- 
ters of India, but she is not now the only one, and 
she will soon find herself the captain of a host.

HE American is averse to war save as war seems 

to him a necessity. This fact in its first form is 
geen in the smallness of our army—20,145 enlisted 
men—the reluctance with which enlistments are 
made, and the willingness, in the face of law ard 
penalty, with which desertions are attempted. 
Within the ten years past 22 414, or an average of 
2,241 men annvally, have deserted. A large per- 
centage of the enlisted men also are of foreign 
birth. The same fact is true of the navy. It is 
nearly impossible to obtain an American crew, 
even for our best naval vessels. The latter fact— 
that when necessity is seen in war, Americans are 
Teady for the cor*flict, was amply attested in the 
Wer of the Rebellion. We are g ad that as a Nation 
We have not a war-like spirit. The fighting man 
Who is such from the love of fighting is of the very 

st moral order, 


To no-license sentiment seems to be growing in 
Massachusetts, and we can see no reason why 
it shculd not if there is a growth in Christian or 
even moral sentiment. In 1888 the majority for 
license in the aggregate vote of 19 cities was 3,792 
against a majority opposed to license of 1,127 votes in 
the same cities in 1889. A most remarkable change 
of sentiment was exhibited in Fall River, which, 


in 1888, went for license by 1,800 votes, but in 1889' 


for no-licerss by 1,500 votes. A change of 3,300 
votes inasingle year was most phenomenal. Fitch- 
burg went for license in 1888 by 400 majority and 
against license in 1889 by 250 m:jority. Haver- 
hill’s adverse mejority of 1888 of 900 was converted 
toa prohibitive majority of 247 votes. Wcburn 
was also won to the no-license c Jumn, while Glou- 
cester was lost from the prohibition column, Ona 
the whole, the vote was encouraging, and we look 
for still better things from the old Bay State. 





WITZERLAND, hy her natural position and 
her thorough military training, is exempt from 
war. Of sli the nations of Earcp3 she is the best 
trained for war. She has no navy, as she has no 
coast-line to d2fend, but she has a larger army, in 
pr. portion to her population, then ‘any nation of 
Europe or of the world. Her army strength in- 
cludes 202 479 men, every able-bodied man between 
20 and 50 years of age. After a propor service he 
may retire to his home, but he is ever under march- 
ing orders, and, as a soldier, he has a free pass over 
apy road of his land. The cost of the service per 
man is lower than that of ary European nation, 
being #35 annually, against $230 for Germany, $260 
for Austria, and $320 for England. The area of 
| Switzerland is but 15,964 square miles, a little more 
than one-half as large as Maine. The republic be- 
gan with the Canton of Zurich in 1351, and was 
completed with that of Geneva in 1814, making 22 
cantons cr states. The president serves one year, 
and has a salary of $2 700. 





N the death of Dr. Dollinger the Church loses one 
of its most prominent figures. He has gained 
for himself a reputation that will only be empha- 
sized by his death, and itis pcssible that through 
death he may accomplish whatin his life he was 
unable todo. He was specially prominent in the 
Catholic Church until 1861, being recognized as the 
chief of the church historians. From 1849, how- 
ever, he was watched with no little jealousy by his 
chureh, from his vote, while a member of the 
Bavarian Parliament, in favor of entire separation 
of State and Church. In 1861 he freely discussed 
the question of the Pope’s Temporal power, and 
finally urged its abandonment as a measure in the 
interest of the church. In 1870 he protested against 
the decree of papal infaliibility, and, therefor, in 
1871 he was formally excommunicated. He became 
the leader of the old Catholics, and has wermly ad- 
vocated the general union of the dissenting churches. 
He was born in February, 1799, and was ninety-one 
years old at death. 





OST remarkable engineering feats are the order 

of the day, and that of the Marchester (Eng- 
land) Ship Canal is one of the most magnificent. It 
is but 35 miles in length, thus, in this direction, 
dwarfing into insignificance in comparison with 
the Pznama, Suez, and other canals. Bat it has a 
depth of 26 feet and a minimum width at bottom 
of 120 feet. This is equal to the depth of the Suez, 
but 48 feet wider, so that vessels of largest carg»es 
mary easily pass each other. Near Manchester, for 
a distance of 34 miles, the canal widens into 170 
feet, while at other points it is so widened that ships 
may easily turn sbout. By a system of locks the 
vessel at rest at Manchester is 60 feet above sea 
level. The contract price of the canal was $28,500,- 


000, and the work was to be completed by the end to King Humbert! Long may his 


of 1891. The earth and rock excavated end to be 
excavated is estimated at 48 000,000 cubie feet, 
which exceeds that of the Panama Canal in its 
complete construction. On the works 15,000 men 
bave employment. 


OR generations Mexico has had such education 
for its people as the Romish Church was pleased 

to impart. This education in measurement has 
been of the narrowest and most indifferent nature. 
The people have been steeped in igaorance, and 
have risen under the tutorship of the priest only to 
the rank of an unenlightened childhood. Rome 
would do no mors for any people, only as she was 
compelled to do so. But the Mexican state is rous- 
ing itself to noaler action, and recently a delegated 
congress, in the interest of general education, under 
the supervision cf the state, convened in the city of 
Mexico at the call of the g>vernment, and is now 
in session. It was opened by President Diqz in 


person, and other government officials made elo- 
quent addresses. Tae ambition is a system of edu- 
cation by which all classes can he reached and lifted 
into highest enjigh‘enment. Mexicu has her face 
set in tne right direction, and is very fortunate in 
having most honorable and progressive leaders in 
her more responsible chairs of state. 


EW Hampshire did not support constitutional 
prohibition, bat, like Iowa, has statutory pro- 
hibition, though the law of the state is not enforced 
as in Iowa. The law of the former state. may not 
be as effective in its provisions as in the latter state, 
but the law of 1887, declaring liquor selling a nul- 
sance, ha3 recontly been deciard by thé supreme 
court of the state to be constitational.. By special 
preclamation, therefore, the governor of the state 
has warned all men engaged in the liquor traffic to 
immediately desist therefrom. They are criminals 
in law, and he calls on allin authority to support 
him in the overthrow of the law-breakers. We 
felt.a pride in the fact that ix the face of Corgress- 
man Moore, of Nashua, we could see a former 
teacher of ours, but a double pride d» we feel in the 
man since he earnestly, and by ringing words, sup- 
ports the governor in his preciamation.

THE POSITION OF THE OHRISTIANS OOM- 
MENDED AND DEFENDED. 
BY WM. E. CHANNING, D. D. 

[A letter addressed to Rev. Joseph Badger, in 1837, and 
published in the Paliadium } 

I look on the Christians with singular pleasure, 
because they “stand fast in the liberty wherewith 
Christ hath made us free.’’ Their honorable d s- 
tinction is, that they bow to the authority of no 
human master, bear no human name, acknowledge 

‘no human creed, claim no jurisdiction over others’ 
consciences, nor suffer others to dictate to them- 
selves. ‘‘Christian freedom’’ is their watchword. 
They cast off every human yoke, that they bow 
more unreservedly to the easy yoke of Christ. I 
honor them for this free spirit more than if they 
worshiped in cathedrals, and held, like the Roman 
Church, nations at their feet. 

The spirit of freedom is not only professed, but 
acted out in your churches. You ask nothing for 
admission into them but that a man should ac- 
knowledge Christ’s authority, and show in his life 
that he iz disposed to reepect it. You send him to 
the Scriptures, and do not d ctate to him what he 
shall find there. Your churches accordingly em- 
brace a greater variety of opinions than can be 
found in any other. I have conversed with one of 
your number whose views of the Sivior would, I 
think, satisfy most Trinitarians; others I have 
known who believe in the pre-existence of Christ. 
I have heard of others who believe that he did not 
exist before his birth. These all meet as brethren, 
rejoicing to recognize in one another Christ’s spirit, 
though differing as to his rank, and joining their 
efforts in recovering their fellow-men from sin and 
condemnation. Your denomination is a practical 
proof that Christians interpreting the S:riptures for 
themselves may live together in peace, and may 
join great fervor with great liberality of opinion. 
A more important lesson could not be taught. All 
sects embody some great truth—this shines forth 
with peculiar brightness from your denomination. 

“God’s Word and not human creeds!" this is 
your motto. May you live and die by it. Strange 
that there should be need of any testimony to this 
great principle! My aversion to human creeds a8 | 
bonds of Christian union, as conditions of Chris- 


tian fellowship, as means of fastening chains on 
men’s minds, constantly gains strength. My first 
otjection to them is that they separate us from 
Jesus Christ. To whom am I to go for my kKnowl- 
edge of the Christian religion, but to the great Teach- 
er, to the Son of God, to him in whom the fullness 
of the divinity dwelt? This is my great privilege 
as a Christian: that I may sit at the feet, not of a 
human, but a divine Master; that I may repuir to 
Him in whom truth lived and spoke without a 
mixture of error; who was eminently the wisdom 
of God and the light of the world. And shall man 
dare to interpose between me and my heavenly 
Guide and Savior, and prescribe to me the articles 
of my Christian faith? What is the state of mind 
in which I shall best learn the truth? It is that in 
which I forsake all other teachers for Christ; in 
which my mind is brought nearest to him; it is 
that in which I lay myself open most entirely t: 
the impressions of his mind. Let me go to Jesus 
with a human voice sounding in my ears, aud tell- 
ing me what I must hear from the great Teacher, 
and how can I listen to him in singleness of heart? 
Ail Protestant sects, indeed, tell the learner t« 
listen to Jesus Christ; but most of them shout 
around him their own articles so vehemently and 
imperiously that the vc ice of the heavenly Maste) 
is well nigh drowned. He is told to listen to 
Christ, but told that he will be damned if he receiver 
any lessons but euch asare taughtin thecreed. He is 
told that Christ’s Word is alone infallible, but that 
unless it is received as interpreted by fallible men h« 
will be excluded from the communion of Christians 

This is what shccks me in the creed-maker. He in. 
terposes himself between me and mySavior. He 
dares not trust mealone with Jesus. He dares rot 
leave me tothe Word of God. ''hisI can not endure. 
The nearest possible communication with the mind 
of Christ is my great privilege asa Christian. JI] 
must learn Christ’s truth from Christ himself, er 
he speaks in the records or his life, and in the mer 
whom he trained up snd supernaturally prepareo 
to be his witnesses to the world. On what ground, 
I ask, do the creed-makers demand assent to their 
articles as condition of church-membership or o 

salvation? What has conferred on them infailibil 

ity? ‘Show me your proofs,” I say to them, ‘‘o 
Christ speaking in you. Work some miracle. 
Utter some prophecy. Show me something divine 
in you which other men do not possess. Is it pos 

sible that you are unaided men like myself, hav 

ing no more right to interpret the New Testamen' 
than myself, and that you yet exalt your inter- 
pretations as infallible standards of truth, and the 
necessary conditions of salvaticn? Siand out o' 
my path. I wish to go tothe Master. Have you 
words of greater power than his? Can you speak 
to the human conscience or heart in a mightie 
voice than he? What is it which embolaens you 
to tell me what I must learn of Christ or be lost?”’ 

I can not but look on human creeds with feelings 
approaching contempt. When I bring them into 
contrast with the New Testament, into what insig- 
nificance do they sink! What are they? Skele- 
tons, freezing abstractions, metaphysical expres 
sions of unintelligible degmas, and these I am to 
regard as the expositions of the fresh, living, infi- 
nite truth which came from Jesus! I might, with 
equal propriety, be required to hear and receive the 
lispings of infancy as the expressions of wisdom. 
Creeds are to the Scriptures what rushlights are to 
thesun. The creed-maker defines Jesus in half a 
dozen lines, perhaps in metaphysical terms, and 
calls me to assent to this sccount of my Savior. I 
learn less of Christ by this process than I should 
learn of the sun by being told that this glorious 
luminary is a circle about a foot in diameter. There 
is but one way of knowing Christ. We must place 
ourselves near him, see him, hear him, follow him 
from his cross to the heavens, sympathize with 
him and obey him, and thus catch clear and bright 
glimpses of his divine glory. 

Christian truth is infinite. Who can think of 
shutting it up in a few liaes of an abstract creed? 
You might as well compress the boundless atmos- 
phere, the fire, the all-pervading light, the free 
winds of the universe, into separate parcels, and 
weigh and label them, as break up Christianity 
into a few propositions. Christianity is freer, more 


illimitable than the _ or the wi d:. It is too 
mighty to be bound down by man’s puny hands. 


It is a spirit rather than a rigid doctrine#the spirit 
of boundless love. The Infinite can not be defined 
and measured out like a human manufacture. It 
can not be reduced to a system. It can not be com- 
prehended in a set of precise ideas. It is to be felt 
rather than describkd The spiritual impressions 
which a true Christian rec: ives from the character 
and teachings of Christ, and in Which the chief 
efficscy of the religion lies, can be poorly brought 
outin words. Words are but brief, rude hints of a 
Christian’s mind. Its thoughts and feelings over- 
flow them. To those who feel as he does, he can 
make himself known, for such can understand the 
tones of the heart; but he can no more lay down 
his religion in a series of abstract propcsitions than 
he can make known by a few vague terms the ex- 
pressive features and inmost soui of a much loved 
friend. It has been the fault of sll sects that they 
have been too anxious to define their religion. 
They have labored to circumscribe the infinite. 
Christianity, as it exists in the mind of the true dis- 
ciple, is noi made up of fragments, of sep-rate 
ideas which he can express in detachea jr posi- 
tions. Itis a vast and ever-unfolding whole, per- 
vaded by one spirit, each precept and dcc'rine de- 
riving its vitality from its union with all. When 
[ see this generous, heavenly doctrine compressed 
and cramped in human creeds, I feel as I shou'd 
were I to see screws and chains spplied to the 
countenance and limbs of a noble fellow creature, 
deforming and destroying one cf the most beautiful 
works of God. 

From the infinity of Christian truth, of which I 
have spoken, if follows that cur views of it must 
always be very imperfect, and ought to be contin- 
ually enlarged. The wisest theologians are chil- 
dren who have caught but faint glimpses of the re- 
ligion; who have taken but their first lessors, snd 
whose business it is ‘‘to grow in the knowledge of 
Jesus Christ.’”? Need I ssy how hostile to this 
growth is a fixed creed beyond which we must 
never wander? Sich a religion as Christ’s de- 
mands the highest possible activity and freedom of 
the soul. Every new gleam of light should be 
welcomed with joy; every hint should be followed 
vut with eagerness; every whixper of the divine 
voice in the soul should be heard. The love of 
Shristian truth should be so intense ss to mske us 
willing to part with all other things for a better 
comprehension of it. Who does not see that 
auman creeds, setting bounds to thought and tell- 
ing us where all inquiry must stop, terd to repress 
this holy zeal; to shat our eyes on new illumina- 
tion; to hem us within the beaten paths of man’s 
construction; to arrest that perpetual pr gress 
which is the life and glory of an immortal mind. 

It is another and great objection to creeds that 
wherever they acquire authority they interfere 
with that simplicity and godly sincerity, on which 
the efficacy of religious teaching very much d¢ pends. 
That a minister should speak with power, it is im- 
portant that he should speak from his own soul, 
and not studiously confirm himself to modes of 
speaking which others have adopted. It is impor- 
rant that he should give out the truth in the very 
form in which it presents itself to his mind—in the 
very words which coffer themselves spontaneously 
as the clothing of his thoughts. To express our 
own minds frankly, directly, fearlessly is the way 
ro reach other minds. Now, it is the effect of 


creeds to check this free utterance of thought. The — 


minister must seek words which will not clash 
with the consecrated articles of hischurch. If new 
ideas spring up in his mind, not altogether conso- 
nant with what the creed-monger has established, 


he must cover them with misty language. It he © 


happens to doubt the standard of his church, he 
must strain its phraseology—must force it beyond 


its obvious import—that he may give his assent to © 
it without departures from truth. All these pro- — 
cesses must have a blighting effect on the mind and — 
heart; they impair self-respect; they cloud the in- — 
tellectual eye; they accustom men to tamper with 






truth. In proportion as a man dilutes his thought 
and suppresses his conviction to save his orthodoxy 
from suspicion; in proportion as he borrows his 







words from others instead of speaking in his own | 
tongue; in proportion as he distorts language from 
its common use, that he may stand well with his- 








party, in that prop rtion he clouds and degrac 
his intellect, as well as undermines the manliz 
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and inffgrity of his character. How deeply do I 
commiserate the minister, who, in the warmth and 
freshness of youth, is visited with glimpses of 
higher truth than is embodied in the creed, but 
who dares not be just to himself, and is made to 
echo what is not the simple, natural expression of 
hisown mind! Better were it for us to beg our 
bread and clothe ourselves in rags, than to part 
with Christian simplicity and frankness. Better 
for a minister to preach in barns or the open air, 
where he may speak the truth from the fullness of 
his soul, than to lift up in cathedrals, amidst pomp 
and wealth, a voice which is not true to his inward 
thoughts. If they who wear the chains of creeds 
once knew the happiness of breathing the air of 
freedom, and of moving with an unincumbered 
spirit, no wealth or power in the world’s gift would 
bribe them to part with their spiritual liberty. 

Another sad effect of creeds is that they favor un- 
belief. It is not the object of a creed to express the 
simple truths of our religion, though in these its 
efficiency chicfly lier, but to embody and decree 
those mysteries about which Christians have 
been contending. I use the word ‘“‘mysteries,”’ not 
in the scriptural but popular sense, as meaning 
doctrines which give a shock to the reason and 
reem to contradict rome acknowledged truth. 
Such mysteries are the staples of creeds. The 
celestial virtues of Christ’s character, these are not 
inserted into articles of faith. On the contrary, 
doctrines which from their darkness or unintel- 
ligibleness have provoked controversy, and which 
owe their importance very much to the circum- 
stance of having been fought for or fought egainst 
for ages, these are thrown by the creed-makers into 
the foremost ranks of the religion, and made its es- 
pecial representatives. Christianity as set forth in 
creeds is a propounder of dark sayings, of riddles, 
of knotty propositions, of apparent contradictions. 
Who on reading these standards would catch a 
glimpse of the simple, pure, benevolent, practical 
character of Christianity? And what is the result? 
Christianity becoming identifi-d, by means of 
creeds, with so many dark doctrines, is looked on 
by many as a subject for theologians to quarrel 
about, but too thorny or perplexed for common 
minds, while it is spurned by many more as an in- 
sulton human reason, as a triumph of fanaticism 
over common sense, 

It is a little remarkable that most creeds, whilst 
they abound in mysteries of human creation, have 
renounced the great mystery of religion. There 
isin religion a great mystery. I refer to the doc- 
trine of free will or moral liberty. How to recon- 
cile this with God’s foreknowledge and human de- 
pendence, is a question which has perplexed the 
greatest minds. It is probable that much of the 
obscurity arises from our applying to God the same 
kind of foreknowledge as men possess by their ac- 
quaintance with causes, and from our s@pposing the 
Supreme Being to bear the same relation to time as 
man. It is probable that juster views on these sub- 
jects will relieve the freedom of the will from some 
of its difficulties. Still the difficulties attending it 
are great. Jt is a mystery in the popular sense ot 
the word. Now, is it not strange that the theolo- 
gians who have made and swallowei so many 
other mysteries, have generally r+j-cted this, and 
rejected it on the ground of objections less formid- 
able than those which may be urged against their 
own inventions? A large part of the Protestant 
world have sacrificed man’s freedom of wili to God’s 
foreknowledge and sovereignty, thus virtually 
subverting all religion, all duty, all responsibility. 
They have made man a machine and destroyed the 
great distinction between him and the brute. There 
seems a fatality attending creeds. After burden- 
ing Caristianity with mysteries of which it is as in- 
nocent as an unborn child, they have generally re- 
nounced the real mystery of religion, of human 
nature. They have subverted tue foundation of 
moral government by taking from man the only 
capacity which makes him responsible, and in this 
way have fixed on the commands and threatenings 
of God the character of acruel despotism. What a 
lesson against man’s attempting to impose his wis- 
dom on his fellow-creatures as the truth of God! 

To your honor be it said, you have, as a denomi- 












man to study the Scriptures for himeelf, this you 
have steadfastly asserted. May your testimony be 
blessed by God. May you bear your part in free- 
ing the Christian world from that yoke of creeds 
and human authority which has bowed it to the 


dust. 
A PENINSULA AND ITS IMPORTANOE. 

Palestine is a neck of land, having the Mediter- 
ranean Sea on the west and the Arabian sand sea on 
the east. I say sea of sand because of the vastness 
of the desert. This peninsula is well watered and 
quite fertile. In thedays of the prophets this land 
was the route of travel and of armies between Egypt 
on the south and all nations on thenorth. Hence its 
importance to the then known world. 

On this tongue of land God planted his -people, 
telling his elect that if they obeyed him he would 
make the land fruitful and their enemies should 
fear them; but if his people forgot him he would 
tear down the hedge he had set around them, and 
let the wild boars of the forest (nations) in, and they 
should scatter them. By this location Israel, when 
obedient to God, was the mediator of peace between 
the north and south. Egypt on the one side must 
needs go through Canaan to war with the north— 
with Babylon, Medo-Persia, and other nations—and 
the north nmoust take the same road to march against 
Egypt. 

At once Israel became conspicuous on all sides. 
Ali belligerents, wishing this highway, could easily 
make alliance to overthrow God’s chosen; and this 
helps account for the immense armies that were 
gathered against the land of corn, oil, and wine 
They must have this way; besides, the abundance 
of the land invited hungry armies. 

Tt was not pleasant for giants and renowned war- 
riors to be held in check by farmers. It would not 
do to be thwarted by such plebians. They must 
save their war record, hence ‘‘no stone was left un- 
turned.”?

“THE WESTMINSTER OONFESSION OF FAITH.” 

There is, at the present, much talk, attend-d with 
an equal amount of feeling, among the Presbyte- 
rian ministers as to the revision of their confeseion 
of faith. The difference of opinion between them 
as to the necessity of revisicn is pretty sharply 
drawn. Some are warmly for it and others are as 
warmly against it. Without wishing to be charged 
with taking sides in the controversy, I may say 
that in my judgment the friends of revision must 
win. 

The progress of religious ideas and the irre pressi- 
bleness of thought on Cbristian trath have turned 
their gathered light upon the Westminster Con- 
fession of Faith, and have disclosed its grave de- 
fects—that it is largely ‘‘of the earth, earthy.’’ 
There is a revolution pending in that church. It 
will come. All the strength end teracious oppcsi- 
tion of these agaiast revision can not avert it. 

But why revise this confessicn of faith? The 
friends of revision ray that they desire to make it 
conform more nearly to the teachiag of the Word 
of the Lord by eliminating from it some of its ob- 
Jectiont b'e features. Tue argument for this is that 
the nearer it approaches to the icspired Word the 
better it is. This is sound doctrine, such as can not 
be fairly set aside. Indeed, Ido not think thatany 
one who admits the supreme authority of the Bible 
in all matters of Christian faith and practice, will 
have the courage to deny this. There is no middle 
ground between the two propositions, tc-wit: (1) 
The all-sufficiency of the Scr ptures as a rule of re- 
ligious faith and life; or (2) their insufficiency as 
such rule. 

One or the other of these must be true. Which? 
Who will assume the latter of these? and, hence, 
deny the former? Not one, except the Pope and 
those who believe that he is the Messiah’s vic ge- 
rent. Now, all this being true, why revise the 

Westminster Confession of Faith, or any other 
creed? Why not wipe them all away and take the 
Bible alone?

Here is a strange statement from high Catholic 
authority: ‘‘The world changes and hss changed; 
so shculd law change to suit the changed condition 
of times and places. Tnis is especially needed in 
ecclesiastical law.’’ 

But here is the old-time policy bresking thr ugh 
this thin veneering of a seeming acquiescence of our 
American spirit: ‘‘It is foolish to assert that the 
Church should be independent of the State, or the 
State independent of the Church; or that they can 
or ought to be apart from each other.’ 

Tnis is a highly commendable passege: ‘The 
trend of the day is to the accumulation of wealth. 
A much more healthy trend will be to train minds 
and create thinkers who will be as a breakwater 
against the domination cf wealth. This is needed 
to stay in a measure the licentiousness of our times 
and the radicalism with which society is threatened. 
Knowledges is better than wealth, and intelligence 
is the only true source of power. Enalightened by 
human end guided by divine law, man is impreg- 
nable and society safe.’’ 

But here is a paragraph, however, belied by 
policy well known to all of us: ‘Catholics have no 
contention with the public schcols, nor because 
they are state schools; nor d» Catholics seek to 
destroy the public schools. Ona the contrary, Catho- 
lics are willing to accept the public schools in 
America as they have done in Europe and else- 
where, 02 condition that an arravgement be made 
by which the child shall be taught religion and the 
laws of morality.’’ 

It remains to b3 seen what the future policy of 
the Romish Church will be with the American pub- 
lic school system.

Oar brethren ought to be very careful in making 
their deeds of church property not to allow any 
provision to be inserted that will cause the property 
to revert to the heirs; any provision that will make 
it to the interest of anybody in the iuture to cause 
the church to go down, no matter how much at the 
present he may be disposed to favor the cause, or 
how faithful a Christian he may be. No person 
ought to be bribed, or have the possibility of a 
bribe, to work against achurch. The world has 
enough inducements without making artificial helps 
for the opposition for the adversary. 

It is probable that I will shortly publish a form 
of deed that may be used frequently to good ad- 
vantage, for the purpose of securing property to the 
denomination in case of the decline of a church. 
Any ded, however, that may be proposed, ought 
to be carefully compared with the statutes of any 
state, so that there may be no weak point. 

Brethren, remember that money that is given to 
the cause ought never to be regarded as though it 
still belonged to the donors. A donor has no right 
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to the property which he has given away. When 
he gave it he intended that itshould be used by 
the cause, if it is given to Christianity or to a 
church; and to provide that he shall have it again 
is keeping a claim upon it that prevents the gift 
from being a genuine act or an act of genuine lib- 


erality.

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DEFINITIONS--“NEOESSARY.” 

How much of controversy arises from diffzrences 
of private definitions. 
times the same man in the same discussion, uses 
the same word in different senses. 

Take the word ‘“‘necessary” as used so often in 
the interminable discussion on baptism. S>sme- 
times it is uscd to mean “‘as necessary for the sal- 
vation of men, as faith or rep2ntance;’’ that is, in- 
dispensably necessary—a condition without which 
no one, man, woman, or child, can be saved. This 
is the old Romish doctrine which led to the inven- 
tion of infant spriakling. Sometimes it is used as 
nearly syaonymous with duty. ‘All the com- 
mands of God are necessary; that is, it isa duty 
to obey them. The word here hss an entirely dif- 
ferent meaning. 

This is the case with Bro. W. A. D.’s point 
against Bro. D. M.S, in the HERALD of October 
8lst. Bre, D. says: ‘‘He [ Bro. S ] holds and teaches 
that baptism * * * isnotnecessary.’”’ Bro. 8.’s 
article alluded to has no such words or , urport, but 
perbaps he does believe in using the word in the 
first sense. ‘I [Bro. D] hold that the Divine 
Master never would lave inc irpcrated anything 
that was not necessary [aot a duty] into the last 
commission, ete.”?” By thus using the same word 
in two senses, in cl. se connecitiin, one brother 
(unwittingly, perhaps, but none the less really,) 
misrepr: sents the other entirely, and does the cause 
of truth more harm than acres of such controversy 
eculd do good.

MINISTERS’ SONS. 

So much has been said of ministers’ sons turning 
out badly that, notwithstanding the falsity of the 
assertion having been proved more than a thousand 
times, it has almost become a “‘proverb.”? In some 
cases proverbs are not clothed with very great 
authority, and sometimes can be matched by other 
sayings to precisely the opposite effect. 

To give a faint idea of the untrustworthiness of 
the hackneyed saying that ministers’ sons turn out 
badly, I submit the following clipping from the 
Jewish Messenger for the benefit of the human par- 
rots who have learned their piece from some one as 
thoughtless as themselves: 

**A good deal of criticism is expended upon min- 
isters’ sons. Because there are instances of some 
turning out badly many people shake their heads 
and say, ‘There, that’s the result of early piety,’ and 
begin to feel a cartain contempt for the mivistry as 
practically unfitting a man to educate his own 
household. Let us look at the other side of the 
picture. Why dwell always on shades and defects? 
Fortunately De Candolle and Galton are helpful in 
this point. The former affirms that for 200 years 
the sons of clergymen have outnumbered any other 
class of families in their contributions to the roll of 
eminent scientists. Among sons of psstors were 
Agassiz, Berzellus, Boerhaave, Encke, Euler, 
L noeus, O ders, and a host of others. Hallam, 
Hobbes, Emerson, Sismondi were pastors’ sons, as 
were Jonathan Edwards, Whately, Robert Hall, 
the Wesleys, the Beecherr, the Spurgeons; and 
among poets, Young, Cowper, Thompson, Coler- 
idge, Lowel), Tennyson, Montgomery and others. 
In literature and philosophy the roll of ministers’ 
sons is large: Reid, Brown, Bentham; Cudworth, 
Abercrombie, Dugald, Stewart, Sterne, Hzezlitt, 
Emerson, Matthews, Arnold, Thackeray, Bancroft, 
Holmes, Kingsley, Lockhart, Sir Christopher Wren, " 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, Lord Nelson were pastors’ 
sons, while Mrs. Trollope, Mrs. Buirbauld, the 
Brontes, Jane Taylor, Mrs. Stowe were ministers’ 
daughters. In cases where ministers’ sons turn out 
badly the minister is not at fault. If their fathers 
had been shoemakers the result would have been 
just the same.’”’ 

This corroborates Bro. Mendenhall’s statement 
that every place of usefulness, authority, and im- 
portance has been filled by ministers’ sons.

would reveal facts not more flattering to us. One 
is led to irquire, Why is this? Are the people of 
the Christian denomination less wealthy than 
others? Do they build grander churches and pay 
larger salaries? Or, are they less Christlike, lees 
willing to give, less willing to deny themselves? 
etc. Why? Dv es not every member of the Chris- 
tian Church earnestly ask this question? Four cents 
per member! This is not strictly.correct. There 
are members of the Christian Church that respond 
to these “Convention calls’? with twenty, thirty, 
fifty times four cents. Then how many must there 
be that never respond? Bat, it issaid, we are a 
‘feeble folk.’? No wonder; can we be anything else 
but feeble with euch feeble activity? Can there be 
any growth, sny progress, any strength under such 
conditions? Yes, because there are some active, 
sacrificing souls throbbing with interest, pulsating 
with devotion to the cause, giving like our secretary 
and cthers unknown and obscure; women, hard 
working and poor, gladly parting with the hard 
earned dollar; men to luxury unknown, yet freely 
piling their dollar with the rich man’s centr, and 
because cf such giving and zeal for the cause, as a 
people we live and move and havea being. But 
‘*where are the nine?’”’?’ Whereare the numbers that 
do not contribute anything? It is time that anx- 
ious inquiry be made as to the condition of our 
hearts. I trust that Bro. Summerbell will not be 
allowed to be at so much financial loss. I would 
recommend that if the Christmas ‘‘call’’ did not 
bring in the required amount that another and 
special call be made in May for the same purpose.

Oar brethren could go to no nobler center for a briei 
stay, and nowhere would a more royal welcome be 
extended. The only objection that can be offered is 
its far- West location, and yet Marion is far east of 
our National center, if the center is forty miles west 
of San Francisco. It is no more Western than was 
New Bedford Eastern, to our cause. It will do the 
East good to go as far Westas to Marion. If that be 
the location we shall lcok for the largest gathering 
ever known among our people. 

—‘In his temptation, what part of Christ was 
tempted, his humanity or divinity?’”’ A tempta- 
tion can be addressed only to a conscious entity.

OLOSE THE SALOON. 

Intemperance is not the only evil in our jand, but 
itis the giant evil of the Nation and the age and the 
mother of a whole poisonous brood of evils. The 
saloon is the school of intemperance, where: our 
sons are robbed of their manhood, ruined in their 
morals, wrecked in their health, and plunged into 
premature graves. 

He who loves his son with a proper love must 
hate that den of death that may rob that son of hie 
life glory and of his life itself. Any man with 
moderate reason can see that drunkenness comes 
from the saloon, and that immorality, ill health, 
and early death all come from drunkenness. Now, 
what father of love and honor would wish his son 
immorality, ill healtb, and an early death? If you, 
dear reader, as a father do not by prayer, example, 
and vote oppose the saloon you show a measure of 
hatred for your son the circumference of which is 
found in the above threefold wish. 

No honorable man, not to say Christian man, will 
encourage the saloon: by his prayer, his patronage, 
or his vote, and the Church should not extend its 
fellowship to a member who will not pledge the in- 
fluence of his life against this hydra-headed mon- 
ster. 

We take it for granted that all Christian men are 
professed temperance men, and that they are, as 
such, working with might and soul against every 
form of evil, and knowing intemperance to be the 
chief among these evils, are also working against 
this. 

There are, among others, four ways by which the 
saloon is being opposed by the voter; namely, high 
license, no license, local option, and absolute pro- 
hibition. The voters in each of these classes may 
have the same object in view—the overthrow of 
the saloon power—and may be, as we conceive, 


immersion, although the first merabers of the body | equally honest in their Christian purposes. We 
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sbut our eyes of charity or confidence against them. 
We would, on the contrary, talk to each class as 
earnest and honest advocates of temperance. 

High license is worth nothing as a temperance 
measure if it will not lessen the evil and gradually 
work its extirpation. That it will do both of these 
things is the excuse for supporting it on the part of 
professed Christian men. Now the question is, 
Will high license work the overthrow, either pres- 
ently or ultimately, of the saloon power? If it 
will, we might affurd to support the system, but if 
it will not it should be dropped as a measure by 
good men. The one-thousand-dollar license will 
certainly diminish the number of licansed saloons, 
and to an extent, doubtless, the amount of drunk- 
enness, but the amount of drunkenness is by no 
means reduced in proportion to the number of 
saloons. He who pays a high license must in the 
nature of things sell more liquor to meet his in- 
creased expense, and thus the result is, so far as the 
existing saloon is concerned, more drinking. There 
are a few drinking men who wili quit the habit if 
the saloon on their street or square is closed, but it 
is only one in twenty, or perhaps fifty, who can be 
reformed by such a closing. The poor man whose 
habit is fixed would go ten miles for his glass if he 
could obtain it in no other way. Statistics show a 
surprisingly small diminution in the number of 
arrests under high license, and in some cities there 
has been no improvement in this respect as the 
result. 

But if intemperance is an evil and the saloon is a 
curse, why license them? Imagine a church of 
good men licensing a member to swear, steal, or 
murder! It would be a raak sin in them to doso, 
nor would the sin be less with a fee of one thousand 
dollars than with a fee of fifty dollars. If it is not 
right to license an evil, andif the extirpation of the 
evil is not promised by its license, then wherein is 
its justification or consistency? We confidently be- 
lieve that high license will never extirpate the 
saloon, but thatit is a lease of continual life, if not 
perpetual life for it. Our vote therefore is against 
high license. 

Then, why not vote no license? Nineteen cities 
in Massachusetts have just voted on the question, 
and ten voted no license. There were Christian 
men enough in those cities to have carried them all 
for no license. That they were not so carried 
shows that some and many of them voted for 
license. Why did they? Because, they said, ‘‘The 
law against the saloon can not be enforced. They 
willran the saloons anyway, and if they will do so 
in spite of us, we might as well make them pay for 
the privilege.’”’ But this is a surrender to the bad 
element. The man that votes for license votes 
with all the saloon-keepers and abettors. This is 
certainly entering into bad company, and there 
must be something wrong with us when we sup- 
port or by vote consent to what we know to bea 
flagrant wrong. 

What law against wrong-doing is not violated? 
That against robbery is, that against arson is, that 
against murder is. Will any Christian man advo- 
cate a license for these evils on the score that the 
laws against them will not be or can not be fully 
enforced? Surely not. This would be an in- 
consistency self-condemnatory. It matters not 
whether the good law is enforced or not. Good 
men should defend it and stand unwaveringly by it. 
If good men will not, then who will? But if good 
men will stand by a no-license law it will be en- 
forced. It is not so much a question of possibility 
as it is a question of politics. The law-breakers 
or saloon-adherents are the balance of power men. 
The party they side with, as a rule, they can lift 
into authority. Better that a party never have au- 
thority than power on such a basis. 

“Saloons will multiply and become more of an 
evil than ever without license.”’ Very well, one 
thousand barrel saloons would hardly do more 
harm than two hundred gilded halls of vice and 
death. And, then, if the saloons multiply, the 
people stand a better chance to see the ruin they 
work and thus be educated to a better sentiment. 
‘But they chould share the money that they make 
with the government of the city or state that pro- 
tects them.’’ No; their money would ba blood 
money, the price of honor, life, and the soul. We 


want no such money. It would do us far more 
eame from the Presbyterians in the West, and the are not disposed to disfellowship either class or to harm than good. We can not afford to take it, forit 
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makes us partners in their crime, as he who would 
receive stolen goods would be a partner with the 
thief. Every Ohristian man should vote for no 
license. 

Local option, as a measure, should have support 
where no better system can be obtained. It is better 
to drive the saloon out of one county rather than 
out of none, or out of one township or ward rather 
than outof none. If the evil may not be annihilated, 
limit it, fence it out as faras possible. These white 
spots, regions washed from the saloon traffic, are the 
best advocates we can have. 

But better than all else is prohibition, utter and 
complete, and every time and in every reasonable 
way we would cast our vote for the absolute prohibi- 
tion of the saloon. It is an evil wholly and only, 
and we have no business to give it countenance or 
support in any way or in any degree. That the law 
can not be enforced, that public sentiment is not 
educated up to it, is a defiance to which no Chris- 
tian man should listen. It is the saloon in alliance 
with the Church that makes prohibition impossible, 
both in adoption and enforcement. Public senti- 
ment will be right if moral and Christian sentiment 


right. 

Prohibition is enforced as well as any other law 
in Iowa or Kansas outside of a few border towns. 
Not a saloon can be found in the capital city of 
either state, and Iowa is ready to close one of its 
prisons for lack of convict patronage, while Kansas, 
with a population of one huadred thousand more 
than Texas, has nine hundred and sixty-six prison- 
ers in on3 penitentiary against three thousand in 
two penitentiaries for rum-ridden Texas. The 
Dakotas are free, Kansas is free, Iowa is free, and 
now let the tide of prohibition roll Exstward and 
Westward until the chains of the drunkard are 
everywhere broken and our land is free from a 
greater curse than that which was dispelled by the 
war of the rebellion.

Ohristian Union. 

It is questionable whether there is any other line 
of Coristian thought and practical work so inter- 
esting in study and important in view of the inter- 
ests involved as that of the union of ali the follow- 
ersof Jesus Christ in the worship and service of 
God. That Cnristians are not, and have not al- 
Ways been so united, is one of the unsolved prob- 
lems of time. An honest study of the Word of 
God compels the admission that in purpose and de- 





sign the Church of God is one, and only one; and, ocean for the time being. He has no dealings with 


further, that any and all divisions other than those 
made necessary by increasing numbers and distant 
localities are wrong in letter and spirit. We will 
not consume time in citing proof-texts to substan- 
tiate the proposition, but boldly affirm that the 
whole tenor of sacred teaching uniformly, emphat- 
ically, and universally proclaims the unity of the 
Caurch, and fails to furniso a scintilla of evidence 
in favor of the divisions which a sectarian denomi- 
nationalism has thrust upon the Church of the liv- 
ing God. 

It does not enter into our present purpose to dis- 
cuss the causes which have brought about the pres- 
ent divided condition of the Caurch, but merely to 
recogniz3 a few facts, and point out the ‘‘more ex- 
cellent way,’’ acc rding to the one infallible rule of 
faith and practica for Obristians. 

1. It is a fact that our Savior, in his earthly 
ministry, did by parable, precept, and example, 
teach the organic unity of the Church, and nowhere 
anything to the contrary. 

2. Itis a fact that the apostles of our Lord did 
consisteatly reiterate the same truths, and in every 
instance by precept and example, by warning and 
»dmonition, enforce the unity of the Church, and 
so far as they were able, crush out all incipient 
tendencies toward division. 

8. Itisa fact that the pleas which are now so 
frequently advanced in favor of the present divided 
condition of the Church are generically the same as 
those which the apostles denounced as carnal and 
wicked ; that is, diversity of opinion relative to in 
dividual leaders in the Church, and differing in- 
terpretation; of the divine Word. 

4. It is a fact that the only base and bond of 
Caristian unity as set forth by our Lord and the 
apostles are the Word of God as interpreted by the 
individual jadgment under the inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit, and a cordial, unselfish love which in- 
cludes ail mankind, but especially atl the followers 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

5. Itisa fact that the truest, purest, and most 
spiritual members in all the various religious or- 
gavizations deplore the present divisions in the 
Church, and are praying and working for the restor- 
ation of unity in the body of Christ. 

6. It isa fact that in the actual experience of 
Coristians, all the important interests of the Church 
can ba carried forward most successfully in meet- 
ings where the Caristian people of all the various 
denominations unite, as they do occasionally in 
Christian worship and work. Witness the grand 
work of the Evangelical Alliance, the international, 
uniform study of the Word of God in our Sunday- 
schools, the Young Men’s Onristian Associationa! 
work, the union meetings during the Week of 
Prayer, and the various mass union meetings for 
the revival of believers and the conversion of sin- 
ners, 

If, then, these are facts—and we shall maintain 
them until they are refuted beyond question or 
doubt—then what isthe duty of every consistent 
follower of our Lord Jesus Ohbrist? Is it not our 
duty as Christian believers to pray and work per- 
sistently to break down dividing walls, and rend 
all separating veils? And this great work must be 
done not by the force of cold logic, or iron-clad leg- 
islation, but by the cultivation of an unselfish, loving, 
co-operative spirit toward all the followers of Jesus 
wherever found. It is love—Christian love under 
the inspiring presence of the Holy Spirit—that 
shall alone be found able to cut the Gordian knot 
which now ho'd; in separate and often contending 
conventicles the members of the one fold of Christ. 
How truly and beautifully Hamilton expresses this 
idea. Hearhim: ‘Heaven is the abode of unity, 
and when the spirit of unity comes into a soul or 
into a church it cometh from above. Discord is 
from the earth, or from beneath. The divisions of 
Christians show that there is still much carnality 
amongst them. The more carnal a Christian is, the 
more sectarian will he be, and the more spiritual 
he is, the more loving, and forbearing, and self-re- 
nouncing are you sure to find him. And it is with 
Christian communities as with individual Chris- 
tians. 

‘* When the tide isout you may have noticed as 
you rambled among the rocks little pools here and 
there with little fishes in them. To the little fish 
in such a pol, his few feet of salt water is all the 


his neighbor fish in the adjacent pool, though it 
may be but a few inches of sand which divides 
them. Bat when the rising ocean begins to lip 
over the margin of his lurking place, one pool joins 
another, their various teaants meet, and by and by 
in place of their little standing water, they have 
the ocean’s boundless fields to roam in. When the 
tide is out—when religion is low—the faithful are 
to be found insulated, here a few and therea few, 
in the little standing pools that stud-the beach, hav- 
ing no dealings with their neighbors of the adjacent 
pools, calling them Samaritans, and fancying that ~ 
their own little communion inclues all that are 
precious in God’s sight. They forget for a time 
that there is a vast and expansive ocean rising; 
every ripple, every inflex brings it nearer—a 
mighty communion, even the communion of saints, 
which is to eagulf all minor considerations and 
enable the fishes of all pools, the Christians, the 
Christ lovers of all denominations, to come together. 
Yes, our churches are the standing pools along the 
beach, with just enough of their peculiar element 
to keep the few inmates living during this ebb-tide 
period of the Cnurch’s history. But they forma 
very little fellowship —the lafgest is but little—yet 
there is steadily flowing in a tide of uaiversal life 
and love, which, as it lips over the margin of the 
little pool, will stir its inhabitants with an un- 
wonted vivacity aud let them loose in the large 
ravge of the Spirit’s own communion. Happy 
church, farthest down upon the strand, nearest the 
rising ocean’s edge! Happy church whose secta- 
rianism shali first be swept away in this inundation 
of love and j »y, whose communion shall first break 
forth into purest and holiest, and yet most compre- 
hensive of all communions, the communion of the 
Holy Spirit! Would to God that church were 


ours!”’
